Famine 
and pestilence are taking merciless toll. The calamity is almost 
without parallel, and challenges the very heart of the world. Time- 
liness is the prime essentia, in dealing with is. The distribution of 
sopplies in actual famine areas, and in these alone, is safeguarded 
convincingly, fer adequate-and binding gnarantees have been offered 
by the Rasaian Government, which guirantoes have bean approved 
by the joint council of the International Red Cross Committeeband 
the League of Red Cross Societies. These guarantees include 
admission into Russia of a representative or representatives af the 
Russian Famioo. Relief Fuad in Great: Britain to supervise and 
control distribution of relief material. 

“There remairs only the formidable problem of finance. Given 
some prompt and adequate solution of that, the bulk of these stricken 
people may yet ba saved. In these circumstances I appeal directly 
to the peoples of the Imperial British Commonwealth, who have 
beretofera resgondet with a fine spirit of helpfulness in such 
emergencies, to subscribe generonslz to the national fund organised 
by the Russian Famine Relief Committee. There has never been a 
nobler opportunity than the present to render a like unreckoniog 
service. Resources within the British Empire are not lecking for 
meeting this emergency, bot those wko possess these resources in 
money and in food must give generously and give now.

‘ _ London, September 14. 

An important scheme, upon which the Colonial Office is now 
engaged, for grouping Crewn Colosies and Protectorates under 
High ‘Commissioners, giving them larger autonomous. powers, 13 
catlined in the Times. The object is to meet the Colonies demand 
for a greater share in the management of their local affairs, 
specially finance. - Mr. Churchill's action is stated to be influenced 
by suggestions in a memorandum issued by the French Colonial 
Minister regarding the financing of French Colonies in-bulk instead 
3f piecemeal. Under the grouping proposals, which are based on 
geographical considerations, High Commissioners will exercise some 
of the present duties of the Colonial Secretary. Provision would be 
made for the appointment of a High Commissioner with authority 
over African Colonies and another for the Mediterranean possessions. 
The Straits Settlements will be included with Ceylon, Seychelles 

and Mauritivs, with a High Commissioner at Port Louis, Falkland, 
Fiji and other Pacific Islands.under a High Corunissioner stationed 


at Sura. High Commissioners will be assisted by Councils, partly. 


elected and partly nominated by electors and classified interests.

Whea the cases were first beard 
Me. F. X.d’Almada, whoappeared 
forone of the defendants, mentioa- 
ed that there was no stamp or any 
mark "on the cigatettes sold ia 
Hongkong to show thas duty bed 
been paid. The Magistrate remand- 
ed the defendants to look up the 
law with regard to the case. 

Yesterday, Mr. Orme informed 
Mr, F.X.@’Almada snd Mr. Leo 
Longinotte, solicitors for the 
defence, that in 6 casa of to- 
bacco, 38. iD all Customs 
goods, the law waa very hard on 
the defendant snd- insisted 
that s person having dutiable gouds 
in bis possession should prove 
Ibat the guods bad complied with 
the requirements of the law, and 
that the required duty had been 
paid. If it was more dificult to 
comply with itin Hongkong than at 
Home his Warship thought the 
vsly means defendants could re- 
port to was to take such steps as 
would put them in 6 better position, 
The law at Home waa quite strict 
oo the subject aod there were many 
cases io which judges insisted that 
personas having dunable cigarette: 


-in their posseaycon should put them- 


selves in such @ pusitica that wheo 
oficers of the Crown cama they 
couldabow that they bad paid the 
proper duty. The local Ordinance 
followed the law at Home -on the 
subject. His Worship did oot think 
defcndaats would baveans reasus to 
compla:a except on this point, that 
possible: facilities. ught be given 
sometimes in respect to marks op 
packets of ciguiettes sbowing that 
duts bad been paid.

BANDIT KING OF CORSICA 
Private Army To Defy © 
Gendarmes. 


That Corsica is still the land of 
the hero type of bandit may be 
gauged by the story told in Le 
Matia by one of its correspond- 
ants, whodescribes the romantic 
life of the famous Corsican ban- 
dit Romanetti-Ronce in these 
terms. 4 

On May 5 Iast some 15,000 per- 
sons were mustered in the public 


‘aquare of Ajaccio. Among them 


were a Marsha! of France, ao 
Italian prefect; newspaper men, 
Parliamentarisns, ao Archbishop, 
two prelates ands Isrge number 
of priests, @ small army of photo- 
grephbers, a few gendarmes, the 
Prefect of Carsica, and M. Ro- 
manetti-Ronce, the bandit. © 

This man, who received” the 
Archbishop's blessing and ap- 
plauded the speeches, was a 
muoch-wanted man. He had. been 
three times sentenced to death. 
Seven warrants were out for his 
-eprest,and during the past eight | 
years every effort had been mada 
to arrest him. 

WANTED, DEAD OR ALIVE. 

While he was smoking his cigar 
in the public square asmall army 
of gendarmes were surrounding 
the house of the woman he loved 
and police were searching every 
inch of his vast domains io 
Corsica to find him. dead or alive. 
And all the time Romanetti was 
simply attending the festivities 
given at Ajaccio for the Napoleon 
Centenary. . “ 

His first acquaintance with the 
law dates back to 1909. He had 
just been married, add as he was 
poor, and intended to supply bis 
wife with all the possible luxuries 
of life, he joined & gang of roffi- 
ans at Marseilles who plied ao 
infamous traffic. .

dagger, and narrowly escaped be- 
ing taken prisoner by tho girls 
friends who witnessed tho mur- 
der. He was finally caught and 
sent to Nimes to serve a prison 
tarm of three years. 

‘Re returned to Corsica in 1912, 
and turned cattle thief. A farmer: 
accused hiro of stealing his cattle. 
Romanetts thought it safer 
to escape to the hills pather than 
have to dngwer the charge of 
gheep stealing. and was sentenced 
in bis absesee to five years’ im- 
prisonment. | a 

A few days after the sentence 
the cattle dealer who was the 
chief witness for the prosecution 
was shot dead. Thea five gen- 
darmes, who happened to come 
across Romanetti in the bash, fell 
under bs deadly. gan, as also did 
a couple of his followers who . 
were seeking: to mend their ways, - 
and live honest lives. ‘ 

SEVEN WARRANTS FOR MURDER. 

Attbe end of 1913 there were 
seven warrants for murder against 
him, but he defi-d the gendarmes 
and took up the live of a country 
farmer. On the plains of lava 
be is known to possess, in. the 
name of his daughter, who is 
married to a shepherd, 26 cows, 12 
calves, 200 sheep, 150 goats, 100 
pigs and a.large number of horses.

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THE KING'S MESSAGE. 


. 


“Goodwill among citizens is the surest foundation of 
international peace.” That simple little truism struck us 
as being the vital sentence in theemessage of H. M. 
the King to the Convocation of York, which Reuter 
cabled through vesterday. A mere platitude, one might be 
tempted to say: yes. but a platitude which needs a little 
emphasis in these days of openly expressed friction. His 
Majesty was referring to the Irish trouble more particularly. 
and in connection with-that vexed problem a little more 
goodwill on the part of all sides might easily pave the way 
to lasting peace. There is far too much opposition in the 
world just for the sake of oppusition. Even in opposition 
to things bad or extreme oue should strive to avoid the 
doing or saying of that which will drive those of opposite 

‘opinion into the fartbermost corner of their differences. 
Tf we Jook around and study, even casually. the .causes of 
the world’s unhappiness. we can trace practically all of 
them to want of goodwill. We are far too.prone to think 
of those who difier from us as our enemies and te treat 
them as such. , We allow distrust and hatred to enter into 
our'viewpoints far too easily, and we rob our dearest causes 
of much of their virtue by the manner in which we prosecute 
them. , 
Capitalists are not all conscienveless villains and 
' exploiters, as so many of the labour leaders have painted 
them, and strikers after better conditions are not the lazy 
‘“work-sbys” and destroyers of property that the capitalis- 
tic press so often dubs them. In a mistaken zeal of 
propayanda both parties have helped to widen the breach! 
by the introduction of epithets and the imputation of false 
motives quite uncalled for. A little display of goodwill. 
an attempt on the part of each to better comprehend and 
understand the other's viewpoint. and we should see labour 
disputes reduced by a very considerable percentage. The 
display of a lessened hatred between uorth and south 
Treland and the introduction of a little goodwill, and the 


Irish problem would unquestionably prove to be a very 
soluble one. It is hard to clear away the distrusts and 
enmity bred by war. and it can be truly said that Europe 
’ to-day is sufiering mainly because of the perpetuation of 
_ the animosities born of the Great War. If they could be 
wiped away. stricken Europe would soon become a land of 
happiness instead of trial. Men differ but little funda- 
‘mentally, either in their aspirations, mecessities or 
aversions. It is because men have been prone to look at 
the superficial difiefences in life as fundamentals. that 
we have.travelled so far-down the road of discord. and 
friction: “A man isa man first. he is a Sinn Feiner. an 
Orangemac. an employer.. an emplovee. a Frenchinan. a 
German, on whatever he may be afterwards, and vet men 
have been putting those secondary things first.. It is right 
to have an ideal or a cause. it is right#to redress wrong 
and it is right to establish and muintain.principles, but it 
is wrong to be blinded by seli-views and pursue paths 
without heed of others whose worthiness is perhaps no less 
than ours and whose views may even be better though 
different. There is far more goodwill in the world than 
evil but we are inclined to take. the first for granted and 
Jeave the latter free to,disturb and perplex us. We want 
8 goodwill that is active and militant: somewhat a paradox, 
perhaps, but true. vo . : 7 
- The world is even now struggling to emerge from the 
chaos of its own niaking, but it is largely trying to do it 
along the old paths of mutual condemnation. Here and 
here-one-can. hich indicate,a_cousciousness_of| 
abetter attitude, but we are all apt to feéd and fan the 
“fires that torture. ‘ Man fabricates the sword, which stabs 
his peace,” wrote one of England's greatest poete, and there 
-is room in all of us for a greater realisation of that 
wonderful trath. “Goodwill among citizens is the surest 
‘foundation of interuational peace.” ao.

Frown time 
immemorial the inhabitants have 
suffered from the vagaries of the 
tiver whoee unruly waters, bring- 
ing @avastation te untold num- 
bars, have caused it to be 
named “China's Sorrow.” Reading 
‘of the extent of the latest out 
break, one feata that the scala on 
which Paking has been doling out 
relief from the unaccounted-for 
millions of the famine surtax is 
an sggravation of the. Govern- 
tment's culpability. A few days 
ago we Saw refacence toa grant 
of $20,000, and this after same 
delay, for eitherthe Yellaw River 
ortha Han inundation sufferers. 
Lit looks as if this would work out 
at about adollar perhead, which, 
even to the long-enduring 
Chinese, must feel like ‘adding 
insuit to injury. 


Native Organisations. 
Various Chinese organisations 
in Shanghai have received tale- 
grams from organisations in 
Peking urging the appointment of 
unotticial delegates to-zhe Pacific 
Conference to support Chinese 
delegation. This prompted the 
North China Duly News to a 
humorous hint that with un- 
officis! delegates watching the 
official ones, the Pacific natuce 
of the prospective conference 
becomes additionally speculative. 
The efforts of the several or- 
ganisations impressed us as rather 
a hopeful symptom, But then 
our contemporary has bad ex- 
perience near at band of the 
peculiar activities of some native 
organisations. . 


Irrevelant Criticism 


There are sufficient grounds 
for criticising the workers in 
respect of their demands and 
of diminished output without 
instituting fallacious compari- 
sons, which are apt to bave the 
opposite’ effect from the ons 
intended. At the opening of 
the Shipping and Engineering ex- 
hibition at the London Olympiad 
the other day Sir Trevor Dawson 


(chairman of Vickers, Ltd.), who

_ Heavy Nghting in Kwangsi 

Our Canton correspondent 
writes that reports are current io 
Canton that very severe fighting 
has been taking place at Nomiu, 
near Lungchow. The Kwangsi 
forcea had been considerably 
strengthened and it is said that 
the Csntonese troops were da- 
faated with very heavy losses 
Alater report says that Nomiu 
Was eventually captured by. the 
Kwangtung forces. 

Shanghai and Peking telegrams 
are to hand dealing with the 
Tsingtao question. A member of 
the Ministry for Foreign Affairs 
has declared that the conditions 
now proposed by Japan are prac- 
tically the same as those which 
wore offered three sears aco. The 
various political partiea in Shan- 
tung have decided to hold a gen- 
eral meeting to protest against 
tha Tsingtao question being settled 
direct with Japan. Ifthe protest 
is not effective and China does 
Negotiate direct, then aii the 

" people in the 107 districts of the 
Province will not pay their taxes. 


The ‘situation in the central 
district bas rerasined pratically 
B3 it was when last reported on. 
The Tucbun of Bianssi has re- 
Ported to Peking that he has 
increased his defensive forces to 
meet the troops from the south, 
whilst it is reported that Sum 
Huog-ning, the Kwangsi com- 
mander who took refuge with his 
troops in Hunan, has-agreed to 
surrender to Wu Pui-foo. 


We take the following from the 
Canton Tires — 

In order to sweep the defeated 
Kwangsi militarista entirely out 
ofthe Kwangsi province, Lung- 
chow the last city in Kwangsi at 
present occupied and strongly 
fortified by the remnants of the 
Kwangsi militarists, is now 
under fire of the Cantonese 
troops. A large force of bombs 
throwers has been sent by Gen. 
Liv Chin-wan, Commander of the 
First Divigion of the new Kwangsi 
Army serving under Gen. Chan 
King-ming. is participating in 
the attack on this stronghold. 

‘ About 10,000 soldiers fram Gen. 
Liu's Division have been ordered 
by Gen. Chan, to storm the city, 
under the personal direction of 
Gen. Liu.

Refugees from the Persisn Gulf 
oo'the way back to their own coun- 
try--Siberia—arrived at Hong- 
kong this morning on the Army 
transpor: Franz Ferdigand trom 
Bombay. The vessel with her 
white-painted hull and yellow 
smoke stack made an unexpected 
callat this pert for coal, water 
and provisions. The refugees are 
of Russian nationality and num- 
ber Se all told. There are 753 
men, 53 women and 32 children, 
in the homeless band. A British 
toilitary guard of 20 officers and 
men accompanies the draf: and 
special precaution is being taken 
to prevent any of them landing in 
the Colony. A patrol of Water 
Police launches is being made 
round the Franz Ferdinand and 
no one is allawed ashore. .
